Jonah  Who  Will  be  25  in  the  Year  2000  stays  suspended  in  the  air,  spinning-a  marvelous 
toy,  weightless,  yet  precise  and  controlled.    Who  would  have  expected  the  Swiss  director, 
Alain  Tanner  and  his  co-writer,  )ohn  Berger,  to  turn  out  a  bubbleheaded  political  comedy? 
Their  last  collaboration.  The  Middle  of  the  World,  ended  with  the  words    "There  is  no  hope 
for  rebirth.    At  the  same  time,  it  has  a  fully  developed  sense  of  irony-the  laconic  kind  that 
informed  Renoir's  Bondu  Saved  from  Drowning  and  Bunuel's  The  Discreet  Charm  of  the 
Bourgeoisie. 

Jonah  is  set  in  Geneva,  and  the  statue  of  ]ean  Jacques  Rousseau  (he  was  born  there  in 
1712,  the  son  of  a  watchmaker)  presides  over  the  film.    Jonah's  spirit-romantic.  Socialist, 
mystical -suggests  that  people  were  changed  by  the  political  upheavals  of  1968  ind  that 
the  new  ways  of  thinking  go  beyond  Marx,  back  to  Utopians  such  as  Rousseau.    That  poetic 
social  thinker,  with  his  love  of  nature  and  man,  didn't  believe  in  original  sin;    he  believed 
that  the  roots  of  evil  were  in  the  very  existence  of  society,  and  that  education  should  save 
children  from  contamination.    There  are  eight  key  characters  in  Jonah,  all  in  their  twenties 
or  thirties,  and  all  seeking  solutions  to  the  problems  brought  to  general  consciousness  by 
the  events  of  1968.    Not  one  of  them  is  a  comfortable  bourgeois;  they're  the  sort  of 
fantasists  and  obsessives  who  were  considered  marginal  before  1968.    They  were  fewer  in 
number  in  those  days  and  were  likely  to  be  called  crackpots.    Now  that  bourgeois  norms 
have  begun  lo  look  disreputable    these  eight  buggy  dreamers  aren't  social  outsiders.    They're 
insiders,  though  in  a  precarious    existential  way.    In  the  course  of  the  film,  the  eight  become 
friends  and  accept  each  others  oddities  without  so  much  as  a  lifted  eyebrow;  they  band 
together  communally  as  the  metaphorical  parents  of  Jonah,  and  then  disperse. 

They're  not  a  band  of  disciples;  there's  no  faith  they  share.    But  each,  in  a  small,  self- 
contained  way,  is  a  prophet,  or    at  least,  a  prophetic  crazy.    They're  all  in  this  world,  but 
each  is  also  somewhere  else,  listening  to  his  own  different  drummer.  .  .  . 

.  .  .  When  this  genuinely  eccentric  movie  gets  its  group  of  eight  linked  up,  the  themes  of 
time,  history,  capital  and  labor    and  education  tie  together,  and  Jonah  the  savior  is  born 
out  of  the  whale  of  the  old  society.    This  is  an  Easter  fable,  all  right,  but  with  a  dialectical 
bunny."'

THE  MORMSC  READIXC:    THE  WORK  OF  DASHIHLL  HA.MMETT 

The  Morning  Reading  for  February  and  March  will  feature  the  work  of  Dashiell 
Hammett    including  tributes  to  him  by  Raymond  Chandler  and  Lillian  Hellman. 
Rather  than  placing  oneself  in  the  ridiculous  posture  of  defending  or  praising 
Hammett's  talent,  it  is  more  useful  to  quote  at  length  from  Raymond  Chandler's 
essay  on  detective  fiction.  The  Simple  Art  of  Murder,  and  let  one  master  of 
American  literature  speak  for  another. 


"...How  original  a  writer  Hammett  really  was,  it  isn't  easy  to  decide  now,  even  if 
it  mattered.    He  was  one  of  a  group,  the  only  one  who  achieved  critical  recognition, 
but  not  the  only  one  who  wrote  or  tried  to  write  realistic  mystery  fiction.    All  liter- 
ary movements  are  like  this;  some  one  individual  is  picked  out  to  represent  the  whole 
movement.    Hammett  was  the  ace  performer,  but  there  is  nothing  in  his  work  that 
is  not  implicit  in  the  early  novels  and  short  stories  of  Hemingway. 

"Yet  for  all  I  know,  Hemingway  may  have  learned  something  from  Hammett    as 
well  as  from  writers  like  Dreiser,  Ring  Lardner,  Carl  Sandburg,  Sherwood  Anderson 
and  himself.    A  rather  revolutionary  debunking  of  both  the  language  and  material 
of  fiction  had  been  going  on  for  some  time.    It  probably  started  in  poetry:  almost 
everything  does.    You  can  take  it  clear  back  to  Walt  Whitman,  if  you  like.    But 
Hammett  applied  it  to  the  detective  story,  and  this   because  of  its  heavy  crust  of 
English  gentility  and  American  pseudo-gentility,  was  pretty  hard  to  get  moving. 

"I  doubt  that  Hammett  had  any  deliberate  artistic  aims  whatever;    he  was  trying  to 
make  a  living  by  writing  something  he  had  first-hand  information  about.    He  made 
some  of  it  up;  all  writers  do;  but  it  had  a  basis  in  fact;  it  was  made  up  of  real  things. 
The  only  reality  the  English  detection  writers  knew  was  the  conversational  accent  of 
Surbiton  and  Bognor  Regis.    If  they  wrote  about  dukes  and  Venetian  vases,  they 
knew  no  more  about  them  out  of  their  own  experience  than  the  well-heeled  Holly- 
wood character  knows  about  the  French  Modernists  that  hang  in  his  Bel-Air  chateau 
or  the  semi-antique  Chippendale-cum-cobbler's-bench  that  he  uses  for  a  coffee  table. 
Hammett  took  murder  out  of  the  Venetian  vase  and  dropped  it  into  the  alley;  it 
doesn't  have  to  stay  there  for  ever,  but  it  was  a  good  idea  to  begin  by  getting  as 
far  as  possible  from  Emily  Post's  idea  of  how  a  well-bred  debutante  gnaws  a  chicken 
wing. 

"Hammett  wrote  at  first  (and  almost  to  the  end!  for  people  with  a  sharp,  agressive 
attitude  to  life.    They  were  not  afraid  of  the  seamy  side  of  things;  they  lived  there. 
Violence  did  not  dismay  them;  it  was  right  down  their  street.    Hammett  gave  mur- 
der back  to  the  kind  of  people  that  commit  it  for  reasons,  not  just  to  provide  a 
corpse;  and  with  the  means  at  hand,  not  with  handwrought  duelling  pistols,  curare 
and  tropical  fish.    He  put  these  people  down  on  paper  as  they  are,  and  he  made 
them  talk  and  think  in  the  language  they  customarily  used  for  these  purposes. 

-Hammett  is  said  to  have  lacked  heart,  yet  the  story  he  thought  most  of  himself 
is  the  record  of  a  man's  devotion  to  a  friend     He  was  spare,  frugal,  hard-boiled,  but 
he  did  over  and  over  again  what  only  the  best  writers  can  ever  do  at  all.    He  wrote 
scenes  that  seemed  never  to  have  been  written  before.

"...  Hammett  did  something  else,  he  made  the  detective  story  fun  to  write,  not  an 
exhausting  concatenation  of  insignificant  clues.    Without  him  there  might  not  have 
been  a  regional  mystery  as  clever  as  Percival  Wilde's  Inquest,  or  an  ironic  study  as 
able  as  Raymond  Postgate's  Verdict  of  Twelve,  or  a  savage  piece  of  intellectual 
double-talk  like  Kenneth  Fearing's  The  Dagger  of  the  Mind,  or  a  tragi-comic 
idealization  of  the  murderer  as  in  Donald  Henderson's  Mr.  Bowling  Buys  a  News 
paper,  or  even  a  gay  and  intriguing  Hollywoodian  gambol  like  Richard  Sale's 
Lazarus  No.  7. 


"The  realistic  style  is  easy  to  abuse:  from  haste,  from  lack  of  awareness,  from 
inability  to  bridge  the  chasm  that  lies  between  what  a  writer  would  like  to  be 
able  to  say  and  what  he  actually  knows  how  to  say.    It  is  easy  to  fake;  brutality 
is  not  strength,  flipness  is  not  wit,  edge-of-the-chair  writing  can  be  as  boring  as 
flat  writing;  dalliance  with  promiscuous  blondes  can  be  very  dull  stuff  when  des 
cribed  by  goaty  young  men  with  no  other  purpose  in  mind  than  to  describe 
dalliance  with  promiscuous  blondes     There  has  been  so  much  of  this  sort  of  thing 
that  if  a  character  in  a  detective  story  says  'Yeah,'  the  author  is  automatically  a 
Hammett  imitator. 

"And  there  are  still  quite  a  few  people  around  who  say  that  Hammett  did  not 
write  detective  stories  at  all,  merely  hard-boiled  chronicles  of  mean  streets  with  a 
perfunctory  mystery  element  dropped  in  like  the  olive  in  a  martini.    These  are 
the  flustered  old  ladies  -  of  both  sexes  (or  no  sex)  and  almost  all  ages  -  who 
like  their  murders  scented  with  magnolia  blossoms  and  do  not  care  to  be  remin 
ded  that  murder  is  an  act  of  infinite  cruelty,  even  if  the  perpetrators  sometimes 
look  like  playboys  or  college  professors  or  nice  motherly  women  with  softly 
greying  hair. 

"There  are  also  a  few  badly  scared  champions  of  the  formal  or  the  classic  mys 
tery  who  think  no  story  is  a  detective  story  which  does  not  pose  a  formal  and 
exact  problem  and  arrange  the  clues  around  It  with  neat  labels  on  them.    Such 
would  point  out,  for  example,  that  in  reading  The  Maltese  Falcon  no  one  con 
cerns  himself  with  who  killed  Spade's  partner.  Archer  (which  is  the  only  formal 
problem  of  the  story),  because  the  reader  is  kept  thinking  about  something  else. 
Yet  in  The  Glass  Key  the  reader  is  constantly  reminded  that  the  question  is  who 
killed  Taylor  Henry,  and  exactly  the  same  effect  is  obtained;  an  effect  of  move- 
ment, intrigue,  cross-purposes,  and  the  gradual  elucidation  of  character,  which  is 
all  the  detective  story  has  any  right  to  be  about  anyway     The  rest  is  spillikins 
in  the  parlour."  ... 


The  readers  for  this  two-months  series  are  Frances  Bey,  John  Thomas  and  Paul 
Boardman     Ms.  Bey  is  an  actress  accomplished  in  various  media,  with  a  fine 
theatre  background  here  and  in  New  York;  work  in  several  TV  series,  most  notably 
Studio  One  Television  Theatre:  and  extensive  experience  in  radio,  including  Lux 
Radio  Theatre  and  a  regular  program  on  the  Canadian  Broadcasting  System.    Paul 
Boardman  is  a  local  actor,  who  has  appeared  with  the  Pasadena  Playhouse,  PASA, 
and,  most  recently,  the  Shakespeare  Society.
